ROCKWELL KENT DIES 
His Art., His Views

this northern New York City. He 
was 89. 


The outspoken artist had been 


in failing health for some time.

March 2, but hospital officials 
did not disclose the nature of his 
ailment. 


Kent was something of a mod- 


ern-day Renaissance man, with 
accomplishments 
in 
lithogra- 


phy, 
farming, poetry, architec- 


ture, exploring and the breeding 
of Circat Danes, as well as his 
painting.

His paintings, many of them • 


portraying rugged landscapes, 
were included in the collections i 
of the Metropolitan Museum o f i

Kent gained fame through his 


art 
but 
he 
made 
headlines 


through his brushes with gov- 
ernment and the establishment. 


Always he pursued a kind of 


personal freedom he called "the 
American way of life." 


During World War I he was 


accused of pro German activi- 
ties and deported from New- 
foundland. Kent attributed the 
allegations to his singing Penn- 
sylvania 
Dutch 
songs 
while 


sketching at the shore. 


He fought Ihe State Depart- 


ment successfully in the United 
Slates Supreme Court in 1957 
when his passporl was invali- 
dated because he refused to sign 
an 
oath 
denouncing 
commu- 


nism. Yet he vehemently denied 
that he was a member of the 
Communist party. 


Four years ago Kent caused 


another stir when he went to 
Moscow to accept the 1967 Lenin 
Peace Prize and then donated 
SIt.OOO of the prize money to 
North Vietnam.

To some police officers in this area "prosentence investiga- 


tion .s a dirty word. But to Fifth District court, where it 
is routinely employed, the presentence investigation is an 
integral part of justice. 


Under a presentence investigation, a defendant who has 


been found guilty or has admitted guilt, is released on bond 
while a probation officer investigates his background and 
circumstances of the offense. The probation officer's report 
becomes the basis for sentencing by the judge at a later date 


Prcsentnce investigation long has been standard procedure 


in circuit court, where it is used to sentence persons con- 
victed of felonies. Its use in misdemeanor cases, however, 
started just two years ago when the district court system 
was created. 
^POjlice complain these sentencings come too late, In the

Earlier this week state troopers arrested a Denton Harbor 


man for carrying a concealed weapon in his car and driving 
while his operator's license was suspended. Since last No- 
vember, the man had been under presentence investigation 
for eight traffic offenses, including two for driving on a 
suspended license. 


Of 86 cases set for sentencing in district court in the past 


four weeks, three were offenses committed in 1969. The rest 
occurred in 1970, with the majority falling in July, August 
and September — about six to eight months ago. 


According to Noel Nqggle, district court probation officer 


the situation is improving, however. His office has a back- 
log of almost 150 cases now awaiting investigation. This is 
down from a peak of 370 cases in late 1970. iThey are cur- 
rently working on the January load, he added. 


Noggle said the backlog has been dwindling since the court. 


hired a third probation officer, Mike Williamson, in mid- 
December. But he Is worried that the backlog may again 
start increasing. As Williamson acquires his own "load of 
probation cases, he will have less time to investigate new 
cases. Noggle cites also more cases resulting from the com- 
bination of the Benton Harbor and St. Joseph courtrooms into 
a single unit in the groundfloor of the courthouse. 


On a more basic level, some police officers question the 


very purpose of a presentence for misdemeanor cases. If a 
person admits guilt, what else is there to investigate? 


They criticize the additional paperwork, time and cos'ts. 


Then if a defendant fails to appear when scheduled for 
sentencing, a police officer may. be called to hale him into 
court. 


Last week St. Joseph police arrested a man after he failed 


lo appear in court for sentencing on a welfare fraud charge. 
He had been referred for presentence investigation when he 
pleaded guilty last July. 
JUDGE EXPLAINS 


Defending the presentence procedure, District Judge John 


T. Hammond said a judge is doing only half his job if he 
sentences someone without knowing the circumstances. 


The victim of assault and battery may have been hit with 


a spitball. Or. he may have lost teeth when struck in the face. 
The assailants in these two cases do not deserve the same 
sentence, Hammond said. 


Hammond estimated about 10 per cent of defendants ap- 


pearing in district court are referred to probation officers for 
prescnlence investigations. They are referred on the basis of 
standard criteria. 


According to Hammond, the following cases are referred 


routinely for presentence investigations: 


1. "Any felony caseiiiat has been reduced by the prosecutor 
lo a simple misdemeanor.'" 


2. "Any vicious or malicious offenses." 
3. "Any offenses indicating possible use of hallucinogenic or 
narcotic drugs." 


4. "Any offense or circumstances indicating possible mental 
illness or dangerous sociopathic tendencies." 


5. "Any case where the defendant may be a fugitive from 
justice." 


6. "'Any case ill which, notwithstanding a plea of guilty, 


the judge has severe doubts as to the actual guilt of the de- 
fendant and any other case which the judge's intuition says 
should be looked into."
